The OoDKreeaiiou KovinK lu the Matter of 
Brectlni; a Now Church — A 
Lot Bonded. 

Since Rev. P. McF. MoLeod assuinod 

tho pastorate of St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
Cliuicli, i\ new life has been infusod iiitu 
the coiigiegatimi, wliich i.s probably the 
wealthiust in thu coiuimiiilty. 'i'lie at- 
teiidaiico bii.'J iiicivased to an t;reat an u.k 
tent that it has been impos-siblo lo nieul 
tlio demand for pevvH. in cnnbeiiuciicc; of 
this gratifying conditi<in of allairs, the 
ODUgregHtioii are seriously cuiisideriiit,' tho 
desirability of constructing new church, 
one that will have sutQcient souring 
capacity, and tho additional rotpiiioments 
of Sabbath school olii.^a rooiua. 

A prolimiimry meeting was hold on 
Thursday evening for tho purpose of dis- 
cussiiig tho quuatioii, and after ainiie du- 
liberatiun tho churcii laaiiagors wery ftp- 
pointed u coiinnittee with puwor to add 
to their number and \o report upon the 
cpiestion. Tlie iiiaiiagera have throe Bitoa 
from whicli to lualco a choice, and it is 
understood they have boiidod the prop- 
erly ffrnt iiii; nil Dou.dus .strci-t, ;inil ail 
joining tlie I'liioii Cliili for tlim- luuiitli.-). 

At tile meeting the |jasloi- stated th.iL his 
visits had demoiibl rated tlio fact tliat .St. 
Andrew's possos.sed in nioiiilietsliip and 
adherents of siniiu 418 persnuH, and the 
seating capacity of the present cliurch 
was but 250. Tho necessity for larger 
preinisos was thureforo apparent, and it 
was poor pt)licy and ol hor.vise undesirable 
to repair the |)resent edilice. 

The meeting adjoiu'ned, and will meet 
again shortly to further consider matters. 



TJIE .JOHN CASE. 

Judgment of the Supreme Court of Canada— 
An Interesting Case. 

On the 14tli instant, in the Stipreiiio 
Court of Canada, Mr. .lusticu ,'^trollg ilc- 
hvored a written jiidgiiiont. Hocoiisidor- 
od the conviction witliin section Iriti, of tho 
Procedure Act, hut even if there was aii}- 
doubt upon tho point he thought that tho 
conviction could be sustained under sub- 
section 2, of soctiuii 24. 

Tho Chief .Inatice said that upon the 
facta of the case tlio court upon writ of 
error conhl give no jiidgiuont, but as it 
happened, tho facts worn stiiti d in the 
CiHii, and upon those fact..s iio wculd li;i.ve 
been glad if lie could have come to a dilT- 
erent conclusion as to the law but although 
ho had struggled to come to u dilferent 
conclusion lie considered that in point of 
law the conviction must be affinned. 

Justices Fournier and Tascheroau con- 
curred. 

The Chief Justice then said that iiulivi- 
diially lie was of opinion that upon Lho 
facts tho prisoner should recoivo executive 
clemency, and that it tvould bo becoming 
in this court to represent the case to tho 
miniater of justice accordingly. 

The other members of the court assent- 
ed to this view except Mr. Justice Tas- 
ohereau who thought that the court had 
no such jurisdiction. 

Mr. .Tustice Strong considered that it 
>ivai not a tpiestion of jurisdiction, Imt of 
propriety,and cited a recent jirivy council 
case where like action had been taken.

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CRIMINAL STATISTICS OF CANADA. 

Wo glean from tho annual report for 
188t'. just now to hand from the depart- 
ment of ttgticulturo, tiie following infor- 
mfttion with reference to the grave oriines, 
whioh are the only ones we can now con- 
sider. During the year 1886 there were 
in Canada 27 persons charged mth min - 
der, of wliom 14 wore cotivioted and 
sentenced to death, 10 were aaiuitted, 2 
detained for lunacy, and in one case tlie 
jury disagreed. Of those convicted of 
murder one was in Prince Edward Lsland, 
two were in Ontario, four in British 
Columbia and seven in tlie Northwest 
Territories. Of attempts to murder there 
were 13 charges and 8 oonviotionB, One 
of tho convictions was in New Brunswick, 1 
in Ontario and 6 were in British Columbia. 
Of -immslaughter there were in all 2-' 
charges and 11 couvictioii.f. The con- 
victiona were ilivided aiiiDiij,' tlie provinces, 
as follows : tjucbec, 1 ; Ontario, 8 ; 
British Columbia, 2. The oQicial tables 
give the residences of tho poraon.s com- 
mitting crimes, dividing those who live in 
cities and towns from those wlio dwell in 
the rural districts. Of the 14 convicted 
of murder 13 resided in the rural dis- 
tricts ; of tho 8 convicted of attempt to 
murder 7 were in the rural districts as 
were 8 out of tho 11 convicted of man- 
slaughter. Thesu figures aflbrd a strange 
commentary ui)on tho commonly received 
opinion tliat the graver crimes are most 
prevalent in cities. The contrast is «o 
very titrong as to show pretty conclusively 
that crimes of violence are mora frequent 
in the country districts thin' in cities. 
PoubQess the greater Opportunities, and 
the absence of police restriction tend 
lali^ly to account for the extraordinary 
difference. The educational status of tlie 
persons convicted is worthy of remark. 
Of the 14 convicted of murder 10 were 
' unable to read or write, and the roiiiftin- 
iiiL' 4 had but an elementary education 
Of tho 11 convicted of manslaughter 4 
could neither road nor write, and (J others 
had but a very limited education. An 
other column in tlie table is intended tp 
show what were the habits of the criminal 
class as to the use. of liquors, whetlu r | 
moderate or immoderate. Five of those > ' 
convict^ of murder werp set down as 
moderate, and none as iminoderate. Six 
of the 13 convicted of attempt to murder 
wore modorate and 1 was immo'lerate, while 
3 are tabled as moderate and ^ im- 
moderate among the 11 convicted of man- 
slaughter.

A VETERAN .I0UKALI8T. 

The oldest journalist in Europe is Sir 
Edward Baines. He is now in his eis^ lity- 
eighth year, and ho, olainiB to bo a work- 
ing journalist of more thtn seventy years 
standing. Ho began his career as reporter 
for the Leeds Mercury before Queen Vic- 
toria was born and while George the Third 
was King. He has seen the growth of 
popular rights in Uroat Britain and ha.s 
done his part in securing for the people a 
share in tho government of the nation. 
Ho was in the prime of his manhood when 
Catholic emancipation was gained, and 
was a journalist of some experience when 
the first Reform Bill was passed. He 
took part in the agitation for the repeal of 
tho Corn Laws and had a hand iiv the in- 
auguration of Free Trade. More wonder- 
ful still ho lias lived to see tho liatod, the 
despised and tlie conlonincd Radical, 
John Bright, become the zeahius sup- 
porter of a Torj' (iovernmont. Ho has 
chronicled the doings of Chartist agitators 
and reported the speeches of Irish repeal- 
ers. He worked hard more than fifty 
years ago to establish mechanics' insti- 
tutes, and at a later date ho became a 
convert to the cause of public popular ed'j- 
cation. He lived in an eventful time and 
was an active participator in all its great 
movements. The mind of this veteran 
journalist is still active, and he takes a 
lively interest in all tliat is going on 
around him. Of late years he has been 
exerting himself in the promotion of tho 
higher education in his native county 
Yorkshire.
